1. Claims 1-4, 6-9, and 20-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Independent claims 1 and 23 require processing with a "plug flow index of more 
than 50". The plug flow index is defined on page 16 of the present specification as 
being related to the axial velocity, axial length of the reactor, and the "axial dispersion 
coefficient". While the axial velocity and axial length would be conventionally 
measurable dimensions, it is unclear how the axial dispersion coefficient would be 
determined in a given system. Page 17 of the specification states that "one may vary 
numerous variables such as temperature or presence of substances that affect the 
dispersion coefficient", but gives no specifics as to what any correlation would be 
between temperature and dispersion coefficient, nor what substances would affect this 
coefficient or in what quantities. As such, one of skill in the art, having read the 
specification, would not be able to determine whether or not a given process falls within 
the metes and bounds of the instant claims. 

2. The amendment and Terminal Disclaimer filed June 1 7, 2003 have been 
considered. The Disclaimer overcomes any potential obviousness-type double 
patenting rejections with respect to applicant's prior patent. The examiner agrees that 
the prior art of record does not disclose the concept of a plug flow index as recited in the 
claims a amended. However, the claims remain rejected for reasons as stated supra. 
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3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
